There are few children who do not, in some way or | 
other, often obtain money; either by their own labor, | 
or by presents from their friends. In most cases, the 
few cents they receive in this way are immediately 
spent for trifles which often injure their health, or for 
toys and playthings which yield them but a momenta- | 
ry gratification. How much better would it be, if| 
they could be persuaded to save those cents, and de- 
vote them to more useful and noble objects! How 





their own improvement; and how much good might | 
they be the instruments of doing, if a part of their | 
money were applied to benevolent purposes! Teacl 
them, then, to be saving and frugal, and advise them | 
to appropriate a pertion ef their little store to pious | 
| and charitable objects. Thus will you implant a prin- | 
| ciple, which will take deep root in their young and | 
| tender minds; and which, growing with their growth 
| and strengthening with their strength, willin due time | 
spring up and bear abundant fruit. 
You have already been informed that a missionary | 
box was about seven years ago placed in our school, | 
for the reception of the charitable contributions of the 
children. The funds collected in this box, as its name 
imports, are for missionary purposes, and in particu- 
lar Sunday-school missions. They are appropriated, 
| by the General Sunday School Society, to the supply- 
| ing of destitute places with Sunday-school instruction, 
land ip providing schools with Bibles, Prayer Books, | 
| Tracts, and other necessaries.--This box was placed |

in the school to afford the children an opportunity of | 
showing their gratitude to God for the blessings they 
were receiving, by contributing their mite toward the 
extension of these blessings to others. It was deemed 
|peculiarly appropriate to a Sunday-school; and a- |

It may be said ghat a/? cannot contribute even this 
small sum. This is undoubtedly true; but ad/ can 
fcommibute something ; and Wf not ‘more than acent a 
o onth, or even a quarter. it will be of service ;—and 
as God looks at the motive of the river, and not to the 
amount, a small sam will never be despised by him 
it is probably te case, that there are as many schol- 
jars who can give more, as there are who will give | 
less than a cent a week; and thus the total amount 
will be ahout the same. 
In many 


eases. the contributions of the children 
must come from their parents; and who of you will 
not rejnce te have an opportunity of assisting vour 
children to testfy their gratitude by contributing to 
this benevolent object? Are you not all desirous that) 
ihe blessings which your children are permitted so 
richly to enjoy, “without money and without price.” 
shuuld be imparted to relieve the necessities of others ? 
— What is the Sunday school worth to vour children? 
Is it worth one cent a week, or even one cent a 
wuth? And are yon willing to pay that sum—not to | 
the teachers—they. accent no reward--but are yon 
willing to pay it to your heavenly Father? 
| We have dwelt the longer on this subject, because 
we consider it one of the highest importance to the | 
happiness of your children. For what can more con- 
| tribute to their happiness than the formation in them | 
\of habits of benevelence. “Let a spirit of benevo- 
| lence be cherished in vour children; let them peid 
| learn to do good with money; and we may then hope

| that the /ore of money will not be to them the root of | 
jall ert/and death to their souls.” You, yourselves. 
| undoubtedly. have often experienced the pleasure 
{and gratification arising from relieving the necessities

| pleasure so great as {hat of relieving the necessities of | 
others; no luxucy te be compared with the “luxury | 
of doing goud.’ 


In conclusion.--while we warn the children com- | 
mitted to our care to forsake their sins, does it not 
concern us to look to ourse/ves, and see if our lives | 
rive evidence that we have repented of, and forsaken | 
our own evil practices? Do we remember that it is! 
wecessary for us, as well as for them, to repent, and | 
turn to God, and do works meet for repentance? If | 
we admonish them to do these things, and do them not 
ourselves, what will they think of our admonitions? | 
| Wall they not follow our examples rather than our | 
i precepts? Archbishop Tillotson thus forcibly ad- | 
dresses negligent parents and teachers :-—** With what 
reason canst thou expect that children should follow | 
| thy good instructions, when thou thyself givest them | 
an ill example? Thou dost but as it were BECKON fo | 
them with thy head, and show them the way lo HEAVEN | 
by thy good counsel, but thou fakest them Dy the hand | 
jand LEADEST them in the way to HELL by thy contra- 
| ry example.” ; ai
